F you wore being examined for life insurance or for 
entrance into the army or for any other reason, 
and the doctor told you that you had heart disease, 


it is likely yon would become panic-stricken—yet few 
cases of heart disease need be fatal and most forms 
may be avoided. 


There are many forms of heart disease and all of 


them ase uncomfortable or serious or both. So vital 
an organ is the heart that to have it diseased or even 
disturbed is anything but desirable. 


There is one kind of heart trouble that rarely 


presents itself independent of some other original dis- 
ease. This i3 called "endocarditis," meaning, as the
